behind him a son and a grandson, 
each of whom reached the same en- 
viable goal. 

But the most remarkable of all 
these ex-ranker Generals was un- 
doubtedly John Elley, a charity 
schoolboy, who left the tan pits to 
wear the King’s uniform as trooper 
in the Royal Regiment of Horse 
Guards, And it was lucky for John 
that he did so; for he proved so 
capable a soldier that he rose rap- 
idly to full General’s rank. He 
was Wellington’s most trusted ad- 
viser at Waterloo, was knighted by 
George III., sat for Windsor at 
Westminster, and his virtues are 
perpetuated on a marble tablet 
above his last resting-place in St. 
George’s Chapel, Windsor Castle.—

THE DANCE IN SPAIN. 


St Ie an Ensential Part of the Life of 
the People, 

Dancing is a universal instinct with 
®panish women, The great annual feria 
at Seville is largely an orgy of dancing. 
As evening approaches everywhere one 
begins to hear the sound of castanets 
and to see the gracious movements of 
the seguidilla, the universal Andalu 
sian dance. 

But the fundamental! instincts of the 
@paniard for dancing and the serfous 
and profeand way in which it express- 
23 the temperament of the people are 
perhaps shown by nothing else so 
much as by the existence of religious 
dancing in Spain. At the time of St 
Thomas of Villaneuva, bishop of Vas 
fencia, it was customary to dance be 
fore the sacred elements in the church: 
es of Seville, Toledo, Jerez and Valen- 
cla, Religious dancing continued to be 
common in Catalonia and in Roussillop 
(the most Spanish of the French prev- 
{nces) up to the seventeenth century. 

But a real and anique survival of re- 
tigious dancing is the dance of the 
seises in Seville cathedral, when the 
choristers, wearing the same costume 
as they were 400 years ago, perform Y

Feeding the Baby, 

In modifying milk for infants water \a 
@saally the diluent, bat cow's milk, eves 
when diluted with water, will sometimes 
form tough curds in the stomach, and St 
often becomes necesary to use something 
else. In this case gruels may be used—ip 
fact, during the summer gruels are to be 
preferred to water, Barley, wheat, rice 
on oat flour may be used to make gruel, 
Mix from two to four teaspoonfuls of tha 
four in a little cold water and rub into a 
suiooth paste, then pour slowly into a 
quart of boiling water. Boil for 15 min- 


utes, stirring constantly to prevent 
ecorching. ‘The gruel should be perfectly 
smooth; if at all lumpy, strain through 


a coarse piece of cheesecloth or fine wire 
tieve; add a pinch of salt. It should ve 
made fresh every day. If whole or fi-k 
ed cereals are used, it will need to ceak 
twice as long. 

Gruel can also be made in a double 
doller by cooking longer, When the food 
is to be heated for the infant, do so by 
setting the bottle in a pan of hot water 
for a few moments. The plug of cotton 
should not be removed until the food is 
ready to be given to the baby. ' As soon 
as the food is taken the bottle and nipple 
should be thoroughly rinsed and the bot- 
tle left standing full of cold water. The 
pipple should be placed fn a cup contain- 
ing « little borax or soda bicarbonate 
and water, Bottles should be thoroughly 
washed in hot soap and water and boiled 
ouce a day; also thoroughly scalded just 
Yefore filling with the food.—Marianna 
*Vheeler in Harper's Bazar.
